NIA SWAMPS.—Al!though the pres- 
ence of the Chinese in California is a 
matter which is not altogether agree- 
able to the average Californian, their 
usefulness in one respect is generally 
acknowledged. Inthe work of con- 
structing levees their services have 
been most valuable, as they will 
work in water without a murmur, 
and dig in mud and slime where # 
white man could not be induced to 
work for love or money. They have, 
in fact, monopolized the business, 
but heretofore have shown no dispo- 
sition to purchase the lands reclaim- 
ed by theis labors, although always 
ready to rent iton shares. Of late, 
however the Chinese have begun to 
buy swamp lands iu large quanities, 
one sale of 2,000 acres having very 
recently been affected at good figures. 
Overations have been commenced on 
the lands purchased, preparing them 
for a crop, and those acquainted with 
the race think they will ‘‘astonish 
the natives” when they get to their 
harvesting time. It is expected that 
as the Chinese becomes owners of 
these swamp lands a better and more 
enduring system of reclamation will 
ensue.

The Khedive After Abyssinia. 

The announcement that fifteen 
thousand additional troops have been 
sent from Egypt against Abyssinia 
shows the meaning and determina 
tion of the Khediveinthat direction. 
These trceops are well disciplined, 
well armed and under the command 
of American, French and Italian 
officers in the service of the Khed- 
ive, and will beable to defeat double 
the number of their opponents. 
Many of the Egyptian soldiers have 
bee in Abyssinia and are familiar 
with the country, and in general the 
Khedive’s men are more intelligent, 
have a firmer stamina, are better in- 
structed in the art of war, and there- 
fore better soldiersin all respects 
than the Abyssinians, During the 
late war between England and Abys- 
sinia, the armies of thejlatter power 
could make no stand before their op- 
ponents and there willbe the same 
result when the Khedive begins war 
in earnest. He will overrun Abys- 
sinia in full accord with his plan and 
what is taken will be held and gar- 
risovued for permanent occupation. 
With the valley of the Nile in his 
possession; with a foothold on|the In- 
dian Ocean, and flank position 
from which to move upon the most 
available point of Abyssinia, the end 
of the streggle can neither be doubt- 
ful nor protracted. The Khedive un- 
derstands the value of first blows, 
and therefore he sends enough men 
into the field to put them decidedly 
in his favor.

The Wreck of the Steamer Deutsche 
tand. 

The following are the particulars 
of the loss of the steamer Deutseh- 
land, of which mention has already 
been made in our telegrams: 

Lonpon, Dec. 7.—The steamship 
Deutsehland, of the North German 
Lievds, from Bremen December 4 
for New York, went ashore Monday 
morning on the Kentish Knock 
sands, a few miles off the mouth of 
the Thames. 

This morning a boat came ashcre 
near Rochester containing one man, 
named August, and the bodies of two 
others. The two dead men had per- 
ished from long exposure, having 
been in the boat for thirty-eight 
hours. Oneofthem was named For- 
seustein and the other’s name is un- 
known. The Deutschland had been 
laid up in Bremen sinee February, 
and this was her first trip sinee then. 
Her officers were all new. The tide 
of immigration at this season is'slack, 
and her passengers were compara- 
tively few. There were probably 
150 persons. including emigrants and 
erew on board, and fifty of the pass- 
engers and crew are supposed to have 
been lost.

DISASTER STATE 


FARMING INTERESTS. 
will state that our farm 
contains 800 acres, and we generally 
feed one hundred head of eattle on 
yrass in summer, and we fatten each 
winter about forty head of cattle in 
the stable. We raise from forty to 
fiftv acres of wheat, twenty to thirty 
of oats, twenty of corn, and three or 
four acres of Swedish turvips. Our 
engine isa five-horse boiler, some 
thing more, with engine attached to 
itsside. And this threshes our grain, 
ents and steams the fodder, pumps 
the water, saws the wood, and does 
the churning, and thus is very bandy 
to bave on the farm. We have three 
ateum-boxes, holding one bundred 
bushels each, and one of these filled 
with eut straw, two hundred pounds 
of bran worth seyenty-five cents per 
hundred, evenly mixed, moistened 
with water, packed in solid and well 
steamed, will feed sixty head of cattle 
three times for one day, all they will 
eat. Fattening cattle are fed extra. 
In this way, we can feed allour straw 
and ecornstalks and poor hay, if we 
have any, with a little gram and 
bran, turn it all into quick, active 
manure to stimulate new crops, aud 
ean keep more stock, and atone third 
less expense than at the old way. 
Our stock comes out in better condi 
tion in the Spring, and we have no 
doubt, from our own experience, thar 
there isa saving to us of fully one- 
third in the cost of wintering our 
animals. In feeding hogs, we find 
that two bushels of corn, ground and 
cooked, is a little better than four 
bushels of shelled corn. We have 
proved this by the best test we can 
give it. We have no hesitation in 
saying that our confidence in the 
economy of this mode of feeding 
strenethens with each year’s expe 
rience, and we believe that it is des- 
tined to be practiced much more ex- 
tensively in the future.—Lire Sjock 
Jonrnal, 

ImMrpROVED Tornacco.—We have 
frequently urged our readers to try 
the experiment of raising tobacco 
from Cuban seed, as is done with 
great profit both in Florida and Con- 
necticut, and we are, at last gratified 
by seeing that this improvement on 
an old industry has been adopted.
